SACRAMENTO—Following his con- 
viction in Imperial county upon 14 
counts of issuing worthless checks to 
valley hay growers, Paul LaRue, well 
known nay buyer and dealer of south- 
ern California, has been sentenced to 
not less than six years in San Quen- 
tin prison, according to the division of 
market enforcement, state department 
of agriculture. 

Paul G. Robertson, district super- 
visor of the division of market en- 
forcement, appeared before the Im- 
perial county grand jury and point- 
ed out that LaRue’s license as a deal- 
er under the state produce dealers 
act had been previously revoked by 
reason of like violations of the law but 
that LaRue had continued operations 
despite the cancellation. 

Although LaRue’s continued activi- 
ties as a buyer comprised violations of 
the produce dealers act, as charged by 
Robertson, both the county and state 
authorities elected to press the more 
serious felony complaints charging the 
issuance of worthless checks.

- book because Lewis knows how to cre- 
‘ate characters that are human and seif 
‘consistent while Cronin does not. 


| The “Citadel” is a success story set 
,down in terms of two kinds of success. 
‘Andrew Manson succeeds both in the 
acquisitive and in the creative sense. 
| Trained in the most expensive of the 
| professions, he struggles first against 
‘inertia and stupidity, second against 
| organized greed and finally against 
Medical racketeering. 

' Unlike teaching, Professor Lehman 
said, medicine is not yet socialized and 
/“in order to do for the poor, you must 
do the rich.’”’ In Dr. Manson who takes 
his profession as a kind of dedication, 
Cronin shows the fight that is going 
on to bring about good medical treat- 
ment for rich and poor alike.

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Robot Artery Simulates 


Blood Circulation 


BRUNSWICK, Me., ‘U’—A_ 50-foot 


‘artificial “artery” is demonstrating to 


pre-medical students at Bowdoin Col- 
lege the behavior of the body's cir- 
culation of blood. 

The model artery was developed by 
Prof. Noel C. Little, head of the physics 
department, from laboratory apparat- 
us. Blood vessels consist of rubber 
tubing. The blood is fruid mercury 
and the heart beat is the pressure from: 
a telegraph key on the rubber tubing. 

Little has a robot arrangement which 
permits timing the speed of the mo- 
del’s_ pulse. 

As the telegraph key starts a pulse 
it compresses the tubing. When this 
pulse arrives at the other end of the 
tube, it raises the height of the mer- 


/cury. The rise causes an electrical con-
